Oh one-half 
a plecp grate the yolk of hard boiled 
egg. nn the other half white of egg 
nilii.icl fine, and then iilaie on the 
slice » sardine; on this lay three strips 
of sweet green peppers, crossed, put- 
ting over the whole a nice mayonnaise 
dressing; the bread Is tken placed in 
a nest of erlap lettuce leaves, and a 
thin slice of lemoB is plaeed oa each 
plate.

They fall to work and 
build spllt log dragH These cost prac- 
tically nothing The oJBce of public 
roads, T'nlted States department of ag- 
riculture, will gladly furnish informa- 
tion aa to the coBstructlon. aad If po» 
slble will doubtkes send aa expert to 
give prellmteary ins true tioas.

Two other features 
of the equipment which Mr. DixoB 
( oryjiders necessary are a pjfje' 
through which plenty of fresh air 
can lie forc(»d in, and a telephone 
which is "explosion proof," and 
with which communication can he 
had with the outside world. 

Only a small share of the mor- 
tality caused by collier}- explosionf! 
is due to physical injury. Moat of 
it results from sntTiwation by poi- 
.snnoiis gases. Death is rarely im- 
mediate, and minera have some- 
times survived who were e.xtricatf'd 
after more than a day's iniprison- 
ipent. If means were provided for 
introducing fresh air into a mine 
under such circumstances, and if 
the men could get tho full hein fU of 
it. absolute release might l>e almost 
indefinitely deferred. 

Legislative cnactomita, natural 
humanity and b^siiieag prudene<> 
ha?e jointly led to the adoptiop of 
precautions' in every great industry 
which are meant to avert the loss 
of life or limh. The operation of 
coni mines in this country or Kii- 
rojio affortls no cvieption to tht: 
rule, for numerous devices arc em- 
ployed and stringent rules are in 
force to prevent explosions. Thcsf 
do not always avail, however, .ind 
it might l>o profitable as well aa 
merciful to resort to new misaBures 
for promoting the ancceaa of restnt^ 
work. ♦

Washington, Jan. 4.— The produc- 
tion of coal in the United Stttes dar 
ing 191(1 was between 475,000.000 
and 485,000,000 short tons a consid^ 
able increase from the ontpot. 
459,725^f04 shart tons in 1909. and 
approximately withiu one per cent 
of the mazimam previous record of 
480.363.424 tons, produced in 1907. 

This estimate was made by Edward 
W. Parker, from reports received 
by the United State Geological Sur- 
vey'<from coal mine operators and 
others fiuniliar with the Industry. 

"The most important faccor in 
fluencing the coal mining industry 
in 1910," says Mr. Paaker, "was the 
prolonged strike in Illinois and the 
southwestern states. The strike of 
sospensioB which started on April 1, 
pending an adjustment of the wage 
scale, was not finally settled until 
Septsnber 16. and after that date 
much time was lost in putting the 
mines into condition for uporation 
so that thf period of idlenees in the 
mines effected was fully six months 
Ttte settlement was a practical sur> 
rcDder of the oyara t er s to demands 
of the miners with an increase of 
5 55 per cent in wages. A similiar 
increase was gtaatsd la a number of 
other states, either before the strike 
was called or during the suspension 
or suboeqosat to It Daring the idle 
ness many of the miners who were 
on striite in Illinois obtained employ- 
meat is aatees of eoaipatitive statee 
and helped to increase the output of 
these states, which offset the short 
age in the slates allaetad.
